LONDON, March 2,4:30 a. m.—London un- 


til long after midnight was the scene of continued 
patriotic excitement. The streets were paraded 
by bands playing national airs. Cafes were bril- 
liantly illuminated and decorated with flags and 
filled with Englishmen eating and drinking in 
honor of that great British success—the relief of 
Ladysmith after four months continued effort on 
the part of the vast British army against a few 
Boers, which, as the facts become known, was sur- 
prisingly small. 


Lord Lansdnwne grasped the moment of pub- 


lic enthusiasm to announce the program of the 
War Department. 


Patriotic though England be at this moment, 


the announcement rather took the public breath. 
It seems that 56,000 fresh soldiers are to be sent 
out in addition to 30,000 troops now afloat. 


The estimates for coming expenses exceed 


$325,000,000. 


Lord Roberts will ultimately have 250,009 


men at his command. Already 3,000 men are em- 
ployed in the Arsenal at Woolwich in the con- 
struction of guns. 


The Boers, it now appears, got away' from 


Ladysmith without the lass of a gun or a pound of 
baggage. 


It is estimated that the Boers have 75,000 


troops left. They are, however, able to make it 
very difficult for Lord Roberts with his 175,000 
men to make a further advance, as most perplex- 
ing problems in the matter of transportation con- 
front the British general. 


TO SEND 55,000 MORE TROOPS. 


House of Commons Votes £67,499,400 to 


Carry on War, 
and Will Make Perman- 


ent Increase in Army.

LONDON, March 2.—Great Britain will send
